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ABSTRACT 

The invention conc e rns is a process e mbodiments and with optional 
associated apparatus for greatly facilitating assembly of fabric or sheet-like 
materials into a finished item. The basis for the process is the mounting of the 
fabric of onto a sheet-like material onto a mounting m ea ns with a repositionable 
adhesive. Various marks, cuts and perforations can be produced onto the 
mount i ng moans mounting material which will serve as guides to multiple 
operations during the assembly process. Perforations or score marks can serve as 
guides to sew a seam, and then the mounting m e ans material torn away around the 
seam. Other marks can serve as guides for folding or trimming for e x a mpl e. The 
result is a process to greatly simplify and speed up assembly. Another embod i ment 
fac il itat e s pr e cis i on d e corat i on of fabr i c or sh ee t -li k e mat e r i a l s, through th e us e of 
strat e gical l y plac e d p e rforat i ons and/or sl i ts. Th e p e rforation pattern w i ll guid o 
d e corat i on op e r a t i ons such as e mbro i d e ry, and the adh e red pattern can th e n b e 
r e mov e d by t e aring a l ong th e p e rforat i ons.
